The Introduction into the fiscal affairs of the state 


of a budget system is another step forward offered by 
the Taft law. Every reason that a business cono-rn can 
advance for preliminary estimates of its annual operating 
expenses can with equal reason be advanced by nuolic 
officials. 
A real budget system 
is ahvays a sound 


financial policy whether for private or public i«U- rests. 
That so few states and municipalities have taKi-n tnis 
enlightened step is simply another illustration of 
th«- 


bane of politics as applied to the conduct of the peo- 
ple's business. 


The advocates of the Taft lav.- also point to the tact 


that it does provide for the limitation of tax rates, despite 
the popular belief to the contrary, as a wise feature. 
Thev declare that the principle of rale limitation is 
retained without the objectionable features of the Smith 
one percent law. 


The home rule provisions of tins law are cited as 


marks of progress in taxation. 
Under these provisions 


its friends urge that each county may adjust the new 
fiscal system to its own particular needs instead of hav- 
ing every rate arbitrarily determined in Columbus w i t h - 
out regard to local conditions. 
This feature is undoubt- 


edly a good one. 
The rules for taxation which apply in 


cities certainly will not always apply in the country. In 
the same manner rural districts in different parts of the 
state and cities in different parts of the state may have 
local taxation problems which will admit of adjustment 
under the Taft law which cannot be adjusted at present. 


These are the main features of the Taft law and up- 


on them its advocates are asking for popular support. 
Without doubt they are commendable. 
Opponents are 


attacking them, not because they are wrong in theory. 
but because they declare they are not properly drawn. 
For example, they say that a budget system is a good 
thing, but that under tfhe Taft law we will not arrive 
at a real budget system. 
They say that under the Taft 


act the proposed budget commission is not accorded 
sufficient power to decrease or increase the operating 
levies of the various taxing jurisdictions. 
They main- 


tain that the commission is only a dummy affair and not 
a real budget commission in the proper sense of the 
term. 


In justice to the framers of the law it must bo said 


that if we waited to go forward until everyone wns ready 
to go. we would never start. In like manner if a budget 
system in taxation or a system of home rule in taxation 
were never adopted until the plan of each \\as accent- 
able to everybody, they would never bo adopted. 
Xo <-» in- 


competent to pas? judgment will deny that a number of 
provisions in the Taft law ought to be introduced into 
the fiscal system of Ohio. 
But just because the form in 


which they exist in this law does not suit the legal 
quibbles of this, that and the other, i? not a valid 
reason why a start in admittedly the right direction 
should never be made. 


But there are grounds upon which we doubt both
